HONG KONG UP—British troops 
and police battled with riot gu ns, 
bayonets 
and

against frenzied mobs of Chinese 
rioting and pillaging for the sec­ 
ond straight day on Hong Kong’s 
mainland Kowloon peninsu la. 
At least eight Chinese were re­ 
ported dead in the centu ry’s worst 
ou tbreak of violence in the British 
crown colony pack ed to the ex­ 
plosion point with refu gees from 
Commu nist China. 
Foreigners, 
leftists 
and

the chief targets of the mob. Bu t 
there was also considerable in­ 
discriminate looting and pillaging. 
Hundreds Injured 
Hu ndreds of persons were in­ 
ju red, inclu ding a Swiss 
cou ple 
badly bu rned when a mob set fire 
to their taxi. The flames incine­ 
rated the taxi driver. 
Some of the mobs stopped cars 
and extorted money from the oc­ 
cu pants. 
At du sk , the troops and police 
appeared to be slowly bringing 
the mobs u nder control. Acting 
Gov. E. B. David ordered a cu r­ 
few for Kowloon’s I 
V% million peo­ 
ple from 7:30 p.m. to IO a.rn- He 
said it might be extended if neces­ 
sary. 
The order did not apply to Hong 
Kong Island, where a million per­ 
sons live. The island remained 
free of trou ble. 
Spotter planes hovered overheaed 
as the British tommies charged 
with fixed bayonets against the 
fu riou s thou sands trying to over­ 
ru n the bu ilding. The whomp of 
continu ou sly exploding tear gas 
grenades mingled with the shou ts 
and scream? of the crowd. 
Erupted At No o n. 
The rioting began Wednesday, 
finally died down at dawn, and 
then eru pted again abou t noon in 
the Sham Shu i Po sector of north­ 
west Kowloon. 
Eight Britons were hospitalized 
and dozens of others were given 
first aid. No Americans were list* 
ed among the casu alties. The U.S. 
consu late annou ncing that an ear­ 
lier report an American lieu tenant 
had been stoned was incorrect. 
Some 1,750 Americans live in the 
colony, and it is a favorite leave 
spot for U.S. m ilitary forces in the 
Pacific.

leaves for all U.S. military per­ 
sonnel were canceled. The crews 
of the three American Navy ships 
in the harbor — the destroyers 
Calvert and Qu apaw and the sta­ 
tion ship Gardiner’s Bay — were 
k ept aboard.

Shouting Crowd Hears

OAKLAND, Calif. UP — Adlai 
Stevenson barnstormed into vote- 
rich California today after accus­ 
ing the Eisenhower administration 
of representing only “ the rich and 
ihe powerful.” 


Stevenson 
made

Wednesday night before a shout­ 
ing, banner-waving crowd estim at­ 
ed at 6,Opo in the municipal audi­ 
torium at Portland, Ore.

The 
crowd, 
which 
overflowed 
into the streets outside, gave the 
Democratic presidential candidate 
a IO minute ovation and 
inter­ 
rupted his speech more than 40 
times with applause and laughter. 


Twice a man in the crowd y elled, 
“ give ’em hell, Adlai!” 
Stevenson brushed aside Eisen­ 
hower’s charge against the Demo­ 
crats 
of 
“ political 
irresponsibil­ 
ity ,” and repeated his own conten­ 
tion that the President and the 
men around him represent an ad­ 
ministration “ favoring a single set 
of interests.” 
He said Eisenhower seemed in 
his speech from Pittsburgh Tues­ 
day night to resent the Democrat­ 
ic charges he has been “ indiffer­ 
ent” toward labor, social security 
and the unemploy ed. He said that 
reminded him of an old comment 
that “ what some people do speaks 
so loud y ou can’t hear what they 
say .”

Director S. O. Linzell 
said today Ohio will have sold 
nearly 80 million dollars of inter­ 
state projects by the end of this 
y ear. 
He said the highway department 
is scheduled to sell interstate proj­ 
ects amounting to $70,200,000 in six 
more contract lettings by y ear’s 
end. Ohio had sold projects total­ 
ing $5,820,000 through August, he 
said. 
Biggest letting will be nex t Tues­ 
day when $26,073,000 of interstate 
projects will be sold, Linzell said. 
Included will be the largest sin­ 
gle interstate contract slated for 
sale this y eer, the 14 million dol­ 
lar interchanges on U. S. 42 on the 
Cleveland Innerbelt. 
Also up for sale Oct. 16 are two 
projects for relocating U.S. 40 into 
a four-lane limited access highway 
—a 12-imile stretch from Lewis­ 
burg to Englewood in Preble and 
Montgomery counties ami a four- 
mile by -pass of St. Clairsville in 
Belmont County . 
A $5,600,000 contract for relocat­ 
ing Ohio 18 on the Akron ex press­ 
way will be 
awarded Nov. 
13- 
Ohio 18 also will get a boost in the 
Nov. 27 letting when a nine mil­ 
lion dollar project for relocating 
four miles of the highway east of 
Akron will be sold. 
Linzell said these two projects 
are part of an overall plan which 
eventually will make Ohio 18 a 
four-lane divided 
highway 
from 
Akron to Youngstown. 
Scheduled for sale Dec. l l is a 
seven-mile stretch of the Wapako­ 
neta by pass, with the final five- 
mile section up for sale Dec. 18.

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40 Out Of IOO High School Graduates Continues Study 
College Enrollments Increase Sharply 


CINCINNATI lift — A sharp in­ 
crease in college enrollments, pre­ 
dicted for 1960 and thereafter, al­ 
ready is under way. 
That was the word today from 
Dr. Raymond Walters, president 
emeritus of the University of Cin­ 
cinnati, in his preliminary report 
on th el956-57 full-time enrollments 
in approved American universities 
and colieges. 
The 
prelim inary 
survey, 
Dr. 
Walters reported, shows that “well 
over 40 out of every 
IOO high 
school graduates last June went 
on this September to some type 
of advanced education.*' 
“This is the largest proportion 
in the United States history,’’ he 
said. 


Dr. Walters makes the enroll­ 
ment survey each year for School 
and Society, an educational jour­ 
nal. His final compilation will be 
completed in December. 
“The big state universities are 
even bigger this fall,” Dr. Walters 
said. “Because^ of physical lim ita­ 
tions, the large privately • control­ 
led universities have had to re­ 
strict admission. Many of the na­ 
tion’s one-time small colleges are 
no longer small but have attend­ 
ances of 1,000 or more students.” 
Dr. Walters said he has enroll­ 
ment estimates thus far received 
from more than 500 institutions 
throughout the country. 
The trend indicates an increase 
of as high as IO per cent in the 
total number of full-time students 


enrolled this fall as compared with 
the 1955 opening a t t e n d a n c e , 
which, in turn, was 9 per cent 
larger than in 1954,” Dr Walters 
reported. 
“The remarkable fact is that 
the current advances have nothing 
whatever to do with the recent 
soaring numbers of children. Cur­ 
rent 
students 
actually 
proceed 
from the low birthrate period of 
the late 1930’s. 
In approved four-year colleges 
and universities “the major en­ 
rollment gains this fall are hap­ 
pily in two fields where the na­ 
tion’s needs are pressing: engi­ 
neering and teaching,” Dr. Walt­ 
ers continued.

worker William Ezersky, 29, was 
killed Wednesday when a crane 
cable snapped and dropped a 7-ton 
concrete slab on him at the Gar­ 
den Valley urban renewal project. 


“Our entire approach to water 
and to the other natural resources 
with which God has endowed Ohio 
must be based on a philosophy 
which emphasizes use,” the Re­ 
publican candidate said.

This requires planning, coordin­ 
ation, follow-through and vigorous 
action, he said- 
O'Neill advocated a comprehen­ 
sive statewide inventory of the 
water situation to find out where 
rain falls, where it flows, who 
needs it now and what future 
needs will be. 
A water m anagement program 
to follow the inventory would in­ 
clude: 
1—Impounding 
water 
for 
use 
when it is needed. 
2—Developing programs to as­ 
sure the reuse of most water. 
3—Planning location of industry 
where water is. 
“These measures, I am convinc­ 
ed, will guarantee us maximum 
use of the water that is given us,” 
he said.

ORAL POLIO VACCINE — A 
new weapon in the fight against 
polio will undergo mass testing 
in 1957, according to its developer, 
Dr. Albert B. Sabin, University 
of Cincinnati scientist. It’s a vac­ 
cine which can be given orally 
instead of by injection—the meth­ 
od of giving the Salk vaccine.

Win NewTrials 


Supreme Court Rules 
On Steve Nelson Case 


WASHINGTON GPI—Fiv e Penn­ 
sy lv ania Commu nists hav e won a 
new trial on Smith Act charges 
becau se of a q u estion abou t the 
v eracity of a gov ernment witness 
who testified against two of them. 
Chief Ju stice W arren annou nced 
the Su preme Cou rt’s 6-3 decision 
Wednesday in a case inv olv ing 
Commu nist leader Stev e Nelson 
and fou r others. They had been 
conv icted of conspiring to adv o­ 
cate v iolent ov erthrow of the gov ­ 
ernm ent. 
The action sends the case back 
for retrial in the Federal District 
Cou rt in Pittsbu rgh, where the fiv e 
were conv icted Au g. 20, 1953. Each 
was sentenced to ijv e y ears in 
prison. 
The gov ernment itself had q u es­ 
tioned the v eracity of one of its 
own witnesses, Joseph D. Mazzei. 
It said it believ ed Mazzei had told 
the tru th in the Pittsbu rgh trial, 
bu t added there was “ seriou s rea­ 
son to dou bt” some statements he 
had since made elsewhere. 
The 
Ju stice 
Department 
had 
asked the Su preme Cou rt to send 
the case back to the Pittsbu rgh 
cou rt—bu t only for reconsideration 
of Mazzei’s testimony . 
The cou rt rejected that motion 
and ordered a new trial. 
In addition to Nelson, defend­ 
ants in the case are Benjamin 
Lowell Careathers, Jam es Hu lse 
Doisen, William Albertson and Ir­ 
v ing Weissman. Mazzei’s testimo­ 
ny directly inv olv ed only Carea­ 
thers and Doisen.

Beu tel identified the three men 
as Jack A. Brown, depu ty Illinois 
state treasu rer from 1948 to 1952; 
Lester Klick of Springfield; and 
Ray Osterman, president of the 
Rock Island Bank and Tru st Co. 
Osterman was* treasu rer for Strat­ 
ton’s 1952 gu bernatorial campaign 
Stratton, 
a 
Repu blican, 
was 
state treasu rer u ntil his election 
as 
gov ernor in 1952. 
Stratton’s 
name 
entered 
the 
h e a r i n g s 
Wednesday when Beu tel said he 
saw Stratton, then t r e a s u r e r , 
abou t getting deposits in one 
of 
his banks. 
Beu tel said he v isited Stratton 
when he was treasu rer in Ju ne 
1951. 
“He 
(Stratton) 
agreed to 
giv e me $250,000 for the West Irv ­ 
ing State Bank.” 
Later, Beu tel said, he was ap­ 
proached by Kiick and Ostehman 
for contribu tions and su bseq u ent­ 
ly sent Osterman $1,500 for “cam­ 
paign pu rposes.” Beu tel said he 
receiv ed in reply a letter dated 
Dec. I, 1951, thanking him and 
adding; “Bill has been adv ised.” 
“Bill” was identified by Beu tel 
as Stratton.

Genius in Garb of a Clown:

BROOKLYN (J5)—Genius in the 
garb of a clown. 
That’s Casey Stengel. The 1956 
World Series produced a plethora 
of heroes, but one stood out above 
the rest — the gray-haired old 
codger with the crooked legs a.id 
the snap-hammer baseball brain. 
It was the sixth world champion­ 
ship for the double-talk master 
from Glendale, Calif.

that of the Dodgers and Casey 
would have to win on sheer power.

Whitey Ford was shelled in the 
first game and seven of Casey’s 
moundsmen paraded to the hill in 
the 13-8 rout in the second game, 
the questions were bandied: 
“How did the Yanks ever win a 
pennant with a putrid pitching 
staff like this? Who can Casey 
pitch next 7” ’ 
Casey refused to be shaken. He 
won at Yankee Stadium with Ford, 
Larsen and Bob Sturdivant to go 
3-2 in the series. 
Eyebrows were l i f t e d when 
Stengel started Larsen, a big Cali­ 
fornian with a better reputation 
for high jinks than pitching pro- 
ess, in the second game. 
Larsen was belted to the show­ 
ers in the second inning.

Stengel was criticized for start-!

“I won three games at the 
Stadium with him.”
